On another page of today’s Sunday Post-Dispatch 
iii be found a most interesting collection of re- 
wiies from Governors and Congressmen of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley States to the suggestion of the Busi- 
ness Men’s League that a convention for the con- 
sideration of plans of Mississippi River improve- 


ment be held in St. Louis during, the coming winter. 


All of the replies are favorable. 

The convention movement and the opinions of 
the Governors and Congressmen are in harmony 
with the repeated suggestion of the Post-Dispatch 
that the Mississippi Valley States unite in demand- 
ing of Congress a comprehensive and complete 
plan of river improvement which will give a navi- 
gable channel all the year from the Great Lakes 


and the headwaters of the Mississippi to the Gulf. 


This would include the Chicago canal. That pro- 
ject is outside of the Mississippi River work, but 
is a most desimable addition to the scheme of water- 
ways in the valley.

CANADA’S IMMENSE IRON MINES. 

“Canada will yet furnish to the worid its iron sup- 
ply. It wili be just the same with iron as with wheat. 
A decade from now Canada will outstrip all other 
countrics in wheat growttig. The production of tron 
at a cheaper rate than it can be made elsewhere will 
cause Canada to take a similar position as far as iron 
is concerned. In ten years Canada will have become # 
great metallurgical country. You will see an tron in- 
dusiry in this Dominion larger than in any other 
country in the world.” Thus saith Dr. P. L. T. Hers 
neit, the French metallurgical expert, inventor of the 
electrical smelting process named in his honor. Pig 
iron, Ke says, is the basis for structural and other 
steel. “At present Canada spends $60,000,000 to $60,000,- 
000 in buying steel abroad. The idea ought to be to 
make that steel in this country out of Canadian mate- 
rial by the aid of Canadian water power and Canadian 
labor. Think of what it means! ‘The retention in 
Canad of 360,000,000 now yearly spent abroad, the sup- 
plying of the new demand for steel rails, structural 
stevl and other classes of the product which have 
arisen in consequence of the country’s development, 
the profitable sale of your surplus products in foreign 
markets, and thé creation in this country of numerous 
other industries more or less dependent on iron and 
steel. In Sweden the quantity of ore is sufficient to 
supply the markets of the world for 100 years, j 
should say Canada has three times as much.’ 


A NEW DANGER SIGNAL. 

Danger! An electrical system of signaling has been 
perfected in Nottingham, England, whereby a gong 
sounds on the engine and an immense bull’s eye tn the 
cab glures with green or red light in the driver's face. 
Beyond the spot where at present the distant signal 
is located on the railways, the invention proposes that 
a central rall 100 yards long should be laid with a sec- 
ond and much lurger central rail near the present 
house signal. Connected with the signal box, the pres- 
sure of a roller beneath the engine on these central 
ralis would not only ring a bell and cause a lamp, 
corresponding with the track upon which the train 
has been running, to glow in the signal box, but bells 
would ring and red or green lamps glow on the engine 
itself. the color of the lamp depending upon which rail 
the signal man had connected with a negative.

One of the 
mekers of these roofing tiles, who had been considera- 
bly troubled with slow-setting cement, noticed that a 
plasterer facing a wall with cement, threw a handful 
of soda into the mixing box. On inquiry it was found 
that the purpose of this was to make the cement set 
quickly. The roofing tilemaker went home and tried 
the experiment himself. The results appeared satis- 
factory, since which time he has added a handful »f 
soda to each sack of cement and has ‘ad no further 
trouble from siow setting. it remains to be seen, 
theugh, what in the long run will be the effect upon 
the quality and durability of the product.

the Net,” which, like other works of the same writer, 
has already gone through several editions here and 
in England, all the more surprising.

When such authorities as Joseph H. Choate and 
President McKinley have ranked Lincoln's years in 
law practice as a time of vital influence upon his 
later career, these years appear of greater import- 
ance than they have been generally considered. This 
is the phase of Lincoln's life and career to which 
Frederick Trevor Hill devoted years of study and re- 
search in preparation of ‘Lincoln the Lawyer,” in 
the Century. Mr. Hill says that perhaps Lincoln's 
most winning quality with young and old alike was 
his sincere belief in his fellow-townsmen and their 
community. ‘‘Local pride never had a more buoyant 
champion than he. For him Sangamon County in 
general, and New Salem in particular, was the prom- 
ised land, and he was confident that the people were 
equal to the task of developing it according to its 
needs. Thus when it was first suggested that the 
shallow, snag4bound Sangamon River was navigable 
and might be made a great highway of commerce, 
he eagerly championed the theory and worked with 
voice, pen and hand to realize a practical result. The 
Sangamon is still unnavigable and New Salem has 
disappeared, but Lincoln's plea for improving the wa- 
terway remains as evidence of his sincere belief in 
the future Of the community and to show us what 
he could do with a weak cause at the age of 21.”

; Lawyer-Financier’s Work. 

“This movement toward centralization 
was not inspired by Wall street. It did 
not originate in the mind of the bank- 
er-financier. On the contrary, the bank- 
ers were loath to support the idea at 
first, and fought against it. It was a 
thought of the lawyer-financier. 

“It all came about in this way: The 
manufacturer went to his lawyer and 
said, ‘I am not making a dollar. Com- 
petition is killing my business.’ The 
lawyer’s suggestion was, ‘Why not com. 
bine with your competitor, and so get 
rid of wasteful competition?’ 

“The first step was a pool of busi- 
ness. But that turned out to be a fail- 
ure because the members of the pool 
would give secret rebates to their cus- 
tomers in order to increase their show- 
ing in the pool and thus get an unfair 
share in the profits. 

‘The pool was succeeded by the ‘Gen- 
tlemen’s agreement,’ an understanding 
rather than a written agreement. That, 
too, proved unsuccesful, because the 
parties to such an understanding would 
not always play fair. 

“Then came the consolidation of com- 
peting buinesses in a single corporatfon. 

“So long as’the men who created and 
shaped these original establishments— 
the men responsible for their success 
and familiar with their working--so long 
as these men retained the ownership 
by reason of their stockholdings, this 


centralization of business was on a 


sound and permanent basis. 

“But matters did not stop there. In 
time the public became the owners of 
the corporations. The men who had cre- 
ated the business withdrew.

Jndeed, the names 
of extremely skiliful men of the ring 
will fill ten tomes of quarts size. 

Unquestionably not any of the early 
fighters were the equals of the men o 
the modern school in -point of extreme | 
cleverness. Fourteen champions of Enge 
land and the world are recorded before 
we come to a man who can be accepted 
‘aS possessing even the rudiments of the 
art of skiilful boxing. Mendoza, the 
Jew, was the first man to assume the 
orthodox fighting position, left hand and 
foot forward, right hand across. the 
body, in use to the present day. Yet 
Mendoza knew nothing of the art of re- 
treating and fighting while going away. 
boxing in his day, li, was siow and 
unskKiliful to a degree which would seem 
utter stupidity today. 

Gully, isvl, s’earce, the Game Chicken, 
lsd, were s0 called clever men. ‘Lhey, 
too, Knew naught of retreat, hence they 
cannot be rated ciever in the sense that 
we understand it today. Cribb, who 
foilowed Gully, first conceived and prac- 
ticed the art of fighting while wetting 
Boing away, the foundatuon of the art of 
c:ever Doxing. Yet Cribb was very slow 
and pondervus of motion and relied up- 
on his strength and ability to nit nard, 
rather than nis skull of fence. 


Spring Another Jim Corbett. 
‘Spring, who followed Cribb in 1824, 
must be taken as the cleverest pugilist 
from the inception of regulation spar- 
ring and boxing to the days of Mace, 
1860. Spring was the Jim Corbett of 
early Fistiana. He was skillful, but 
could not hit a bit. As wrestling pre- 
vailed in those days, his skill was not 
of as much value as it would be now 
in these days of clean breaks and no 
wrestiing. No doubt he was compar- 
atively clever. That he could be called 
clever in the sense that Corbett was 
clever is a matter of grave doubt. 

Jem Ward, who followed Spring, was 
clever and a hard hitter, but not re- 
markable for the first-named quality 
as Spring was. Nick Ward, Bendigo, 
Tass Parker, Perry, Broome and Say- 
ers were not clever. In Sayers’ best 
day Nat Langham, a clever left-hand- 
ed middleweight, beat him by straight 
jabbing with the left. Langham was 
not clever beyond using this straight 
left and sticking to it. 

Mace First of Clever Boxers. 

Mace was -probably the first of the 
very clever boxers. Unquestionably his 
skill compared very favorably with that 
of Corbett, Ryan, Dempsey, Jackson, 
McCoy and other master tacticians of 
latter days. A _ straight hitter with 

“both hands, a cutting one, too, a man 
who never missed an opening and who 
was himself very hard to hit, Mace 
must be rated the first really clever 
-fighter of the ring in a latter-day ac- 
eeptation of the term. The fact that 
he instructed the Australians how to 
box and the men they sent to this coun- 
try in the early 90's proves that Mace 
was a wonderfully clever man. Jackson 
~ was the highest exponent of the Mace 
‘school of boxing. His style has never 
been excelled. He was one of the clev- 
> erest men that ever wore a mitten. 
© Larry Foley, who developed hundreds 
‘of Australian boxers, who were clever 
to a degree, was a graduate of the Mace 
school. Jim Hall, George Dawson and 
Griffo, three of the clevérest men the 
ring ever Knew, learned the art in Fo- 
‘ley’s place in Sydney. 
The English and Mace school of box-

‘school, called for straight hitting with 
“both hands, ducking in and slipping in- 
stead of block ng.

This theory and practice prevailed in 
“America until Sullivan demonstrated 
-that a right-hand swing on the jaw, 
with gloves, was an effective and rapid 
“method of disposing of an opponent and 
“winning a fight. Gloves made swinging 
Spoessible. Sullivan was first to discover 
‘and demonstrate this fact. With the

He 
had been told that it entered just at the 
head of the lake; so, when he reached 
this spot and found a river, 
posed it was the Nascaupee, whereas 
the latter river was really five mié§les 
away, and he had actually passed its 
mouth.

QUALITY NOT QUANTITY 


Points to India and China to 
Illustrate a Possible 
Evil.

LONDON, Nov. 2%.—Henry Labou- 
chere, in Truth, takes issue with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's race suicide doctrines. 
He writes: 

“Something like half the human racc 
dies in childhood, This is not due to 
any law of nature, by which children 
are more liable to death than adults. 
It is due mainly to imprudent mar- 
riages. 

“In such cases the children are stint- 
ed of food and also of pure air when 


their parents are “crowded in great 
towns. Early marriages and large fam- 
ilies consequently are not conducive to 
longevity. The mean duration of life 


is reduced. 

‘J am not blaming the parents for.tnis, 
beyond that they have married and un- 
dertaken to keep a family with the 
strongest probability that they wiil find 
themselves unable to give their children 
« fair.chance of long Nfe and healthy 
constitution. 

“It is a mistake to suppose that the 
first duty of a citizen is to increase the 
number of his fellow citizens. In a 
syarsely populated country, whose re- 
sources exceed those who might live on 
them, it is desirable that there should be 
this increase. But in a community 
within a festricted area, where there 
are already many unemployed, it seems 
to me more reasonable to limit the pop- 
wlation than increase it. 

“Increasing Not Dnty.” 


‘We are told that were our Ind 
laws altered, more people could live on 
the land. In this I agree, but were all 
these land occupiers to marry and pro- 
create their species, it would soon not 
suffice for the population. Public works 
£00, we are tald, should be undertaken 
to absorb those out of work. Again, I 
agree; but with the proviso that such 
works should be remunerative, for it is 
ebvious that, with an indefinite increase 
of population, a time must come when 
fresh public works could not be remu- 
ne ratively found. 

“In India and in China the population 
is too large as it is. The result fs pe- 
yiodic famines and plagues, and unduly 
low wages in towns. A dense popula- 
tion is no evidence of a nation’s pros- 
perity but often the reverse. 


Standard Must Be Raised. 
“T want to see the standard of living 


raised amongst our workers, and_ afl 
who are ready to work able to obtain it 
at a fair wage. But for our clergy to 
shout ‘Be truthful and multiply,’ and to 
inculeate early marriages as almost a 
duty, is not the way to add to our prus- 
perity or to secure fairly paid work for 
all. I am glad to think that there are 
so many ways now by which a woman 
can provide for herself, and so many 
women who prefer to do this rather 
than marry and increase the population. 

‘The prudential motive, too, restrains 
many bachelors from taking to them- 
selves a wife. A wife and a family are 
all very well whe nthere is a fair chance 
of their being in comfort. When this is 
problematic al. the sound advice is ‘don'’,’ 


concerned and of -the com- 
munity. Whieh is the richer and more 
prosperous country, in which is the 
worker better off—India or Great Brit- 
ain? Quality of citizens is a good deal 
more impertant than quantity.”

Seer ERaON CITY, Mo., Nov. 2%.—In- 
vestigation made by Warden Matt Hall 
into the outbreak of four Penitentiary 
prisoners, resulting In the death of two 
prison officials and one convict, leads 
him to believe that the arms and am- 
munition used by the men in their 
dash for liberty were either thrown oyer 
the wall by some outsider or smuggled 
in by some non-convict laborer in one 
of the Penitentiary factories. 

Where the nitroglycerin used to blow 
open the outer door was obtained is 
still a mystery. This violent explosive 
4@ seldom kept ready prepared and is 
usually made on the spot where it is to 
be used, the process of manufacture be- 
ing to slowly pour glycer:ne into a mix- 
ture of nitric acid and oil of vitriol 
artificially cooled. All of these sub- 
stances are kept in the Penitentiary 
drug store and laboratories. Warden 
Hall has not yet obtained any evidence 
that the explosive was manufactured in 
the Penwtentiary, nor has he been able 
to find that it was brought in from the 
outside. Neither Vaughn nor Ryan, the 
leaders of the plot, has received visits 
from any persons except officers of the 
law from other States, who came to see 
them to get Information about crimes 
of wh'ch they were thought to have 
knowledge.

SENATOR BURTON 
AGAIN CONVICTED 


Jury Returns Verdict at 12.50 
a, m., After Two Hours’ 
Deliberation. 





APPEAL TO BE TAKEN. 





Burton Receives Decision Stoi- 
cally and Is Not Taken 
in Custody. 


United States Senator Burton of Kan- 
Sas was convicted in the United States 
Circuit Court in St. Louls at 12:50 this 
morning of acting as attorney before 
the Postoffice Department to prevent 
the issuance of a fraud order against 
the Rialto Grain and Securities Co. of 
Si. Louis. He was not sentenced, Judge 
Van Devanter announcing that sentence 
would be postponed, 

The jury retired at 10:45 last night and 
a few minutes before 1 o'clock sent for 
Judge Van Devanter. The verdict found 
Senator Burton guilty on each. of six 
counts of the indictment. Four counts 
charge him with agreeing to ‘receive 
$24) to represent the Rialto company 
vefore the Postoffice Department, and 
two cvuunt® charge him with accepting 
UW Tor such F£ervice. 

Not Taken in Custody. 
Attorney F. W. Lehmann, representing 
the Senator, asked that Senator Burton 
be not taken into custody by the Mar- 
shal, and his request was complied with, 
District Attorney Dyer uassenting. 

Burton sat throughout the reading of 
the verdict, gazing straight in front. He 
did not look toward the jury. After a 
moment his face flushed, and tears gath- 
ered in his eyes. Immediately upon ad- 
journment of court he walked from the 
building with his attorneys. He de- 
clined to discuss the verdict. 

Attorney W. Knox Haynes of counsel 
for Senator Burton, said after leaving 
the Federal Building: 

“Of course the case will 
this verdict. A motion for a new trial 
will be filed, and if it should come to 
it as a last resort, the case will be ap- 
pealed, 

‘‘l expected a different verdict. I be- 
lieve the Senator innocent. I have en- 
joyed confidences in connection with 
my defense of him, and from what I 
have learned I have every belief that 
he is innocent.”’ 

Judge Van Devanier gave his instruc- 
tions to the jury at length, clearly de- 
fining for the body its rights in the 
niatter of a verdlet. 

Instructions to the Jury. 

The instructions of Judge Van Devan- 
ter were considered eminently fair by 
both counsel. In charging the jury, he 
said: 

“The case is of great importance to 
the defendant, because it involves his 
reputation and his fidelity as a public 
Servant. It is of like importance to the 
public, because it involves the right of 
the Government to inquire whether one 
occupying high official station has de- 
parted -ftrom the lines of fidelity and 
violated a statute intended to promote 
and secure maevendent, efficient and 
just action tn the executive aepart- 
inents, and, if he has, to tmpose the 
punishment provided by law. 

‘But, while the case is somewhat un- 
suai In these respects, the duties of 
the court and of the jury are not dif- 
ferent from those which pertain to any 
other criminal accusation. it is the duty 
of the court to impartially determine 
all quéstions of law, and of the jury 
to unpertinity determine the questions 
of fact

Says Money Would Save Them. 


“If convicts were anly allowed 10 
cents a day for the time they serve 
the contractors they would be able 
to earn enough during their service to 
give them a roothold in life, and many 
a man would be saved another term. 

“As things are managed the contrac- 
tor gfows rich and the poor devil who 
makes his fortune is sent from the 
prison gates without money and a stig- 
ma on his name. Crime follows sure. 
“The charge that the escape of the 
Vaughan gang resulted from lax discip- 
a on the part of Warden Hall is un- 
rue. 

“He has kept a stricter hold over his 
men than the previous Warden, who 
was not as kind as Warden: Hall hés 
been. The men appreciated good treat- 
mcut and are more apt to obey the pres- 
ent Warden than the man who was his 
predecessor. 

“I can’t tell how the convicts got the 
explosives and revolvers, because I do 
not know. But explosives and revolvers 
were smuggled in the cells two years 
ago and three convicts were punished 
terribly when they were found out.

Discharged Guards Sore.

“The argument that the Terminal 
monopolists will not use the free bridge 
when built is as senseless as the suppo- 
sition that a man would go far away 
to buy a pair of shoes for $ when he 
could purchase them for $2 from his 
neighbor.

Gov. Folk Cheered. 

In presenting Gov. Folk to the 
audience, Chairman Kingsland said that 
the interest felt by the people ‘in all 
parts of the State was felt also by the 
Chief Executive, who had come to speak 
in favor of the reform that the muni- 
cipal free bridge would accomplish. 

‘The people of the State are as 
anxious to remove the arbitrary as are 
the citizens of St. Louis,’ said Mr. 
Kingsland. 

“The people of Missouri are proud of 
St. Louis and will help her in the fight 
for freedcem. 

‘In the interest of the success of the 
city’s campaign for commercial emanei- 
pation, Gov. Folk has come to address: 
this meeting.” 

Greeting of Gov. Folk took the form 
of cheeys, clapping and stamping of 
feet und continued for several moments. 

Smiling blandly as his eyes ranged 
over the billows of humanity that rose 
and feil before him, Gov. Folk said:

The recital of the ownership 


of the various compantfes control- 
ing transportation across the Mis- 
sissipp is like the story of ‘The 
House That Jack Bu'lt.’ The owner- 
ship in all can be traced back to the 
Terminal Railroad Association of 
St. Louis. The Eads Bridge is 
owned by the St. Louls Bridge 
Co., and the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation of St. Louis has a per- 
petual lease on the bridge and on 
the tunnel as well. The Terminal 
Railroad Assoclation likewise con- 
trols a majority of the stock of 
the Wiggins Ferry Co., which op- 
erates ferries across the river. The 
auditor, secretary, treasurer and 
many other officers of the Termi- 
nal Raiload Association of St. 
Louis and the St. Louis Merchant's 
Terminal Railway Co. are the 
same, and it is clear that although 
there are a great number of com- 
panies operating bridges or ferries 
or terminals in the city of St. 
Louis, Mo., and East St. Louis, 
Madison, Granite City, Venice, 
East Carondelet, Ill., the Terminal 
Railroad Association of St. Louis 
is the e in all and all in one. 

Hof phe Arbitrary Works. 

“Having absolute monopoly of 
all the approaches to St. Louis 
from the east, this monopoly es- 
Charge. for 
hauling freight or passenger» 
across the river. This. charge is 
what is known as the “arbitra- 
ry.”” And by this means St. Louis 
was put off the map so far as 
shipments from points east of the 
Mississippi are concerned. No 
goods can be shipped to a point in 
Illinois from St. Louis. They must 
first be shipped to East St. Louis, 
and then reshipped. Nothing can 
be shipped from the East t6 St. 
Louis, but must be shipped to 
East St. Louts, and from there to 
St. Louls. This necessitates re- 
handling of all goods at East St. 
Louls, largely increases the ex- 
pense, and causes a congeStion of 
traftic that would have have par- 
alyzed the commerce of a less 
progressive city. 

“The census of 1870 shows that 
St. Louls was larger than Chicago. 
In looking for the cause of Chi- 
cago so far outstripping St. Louis 
since that time one need ge no 
further than the bridge and termi- 
nal monopoly. No special rates are 
charged upon any other bridges 
across the Mississippi. There is no 
special charge on the bridge at 
Memphis, nor on the Thebes 
bridge, nor on the bridge at Louis- 
jana. In all other instances a 
bridge is considered merely a part 
of the mileage. This discrimination 
against St. Louis, which has been 
so injurious to her growth and 
commercial supremacy, has result- 
ed from the exclusive control by 
one concern of all the entrances 
to the city from the East. There 
has been no escape from the mo- 
nopoly. If one rides across the 
river on a railroad train he pays 
tribute to the Terminal Associa- 
tion. If one walks across, he finds 
the agent of the Terminal will 
meet him and refuse to allow him 
to go on until he makes the usual 
contribution. If he goes across on 
the ferry he will find that his fare, 
after all, goes into the coffers of 
the Terminal. And when, in des- 
peration, he seeks to escape . the 


owned, controlled and operated by 
the city. This can be free absolute- 
ly, or a toll charged sufneient for 
maintenance and payment of in- 
terest on bonds, as tne Municipal 
Assembly may later decide. 
Terminal’s Only Feeders. 
“It is saia tnat wie ‘Perusisual AS- 
sociation makes no money. No 
railroad has terminals in any large 
city that are seif-sustaining. They 
operate as feeders to the whole 
Ine and thus made the entire line 
profitable. The New York and 
Pennsylvania Railroad is spending 
a great many millions of dollars 
building a tunnel under the Hud- 
son River to land its passengers 
and freight without charge in New 
York City. The railroads of Buf- 
falo, Chicago, Minneapolis, St. 
Paul and other large cities have 
been recently expending many mil- 
lions of dollars :n procuring ter- 
minal facilities and have no extra 
charge for the use thereof. No 
company could well get along 
without™depots, and yet no depot 
on the line of any railroad is ex- 
pected to make money in itself. 


Need Accessibility, 
“It is said tnat a tree bridge 


would help Hast St. Louis instead 
of St. Louis. If free trade and 
intercourse to the East would hurt 
the city, would not the same be 
true of free intercourse from the 
West or South? Does a city pros- 
per most by accessibility or inac- 
cess_bility? 

“Objection is made to a free 
bridge. that all the people would 
have to pay taxes to maintain it 
for the few. Is not that true of 


the streets or any ‘public institu- 
tion? 


“The suggested ownership of the 
br'dge by the city is called social- 
ism.-Whatever doubt one may. have 
on the subject of municipal owner- 
ship of street car lines, or public 
utilities of that character, there 
can be no doubt that the city 
should own her own streets, and 
the approaches to the streets, such 
as viaducts, bridges and’ tunnels. 
If it be wrong in theory or social- 
istic for St. Louis to own a bridge, 
then it is socialistic for St. Louis 
to own her own streets and high- 
ways. The logic of the oppost- 
tion is they had better be leased 
to some monopoly. 

z Bridge Only Solntion. 

In the days when the people 
were quiet, a merchant here and 
there would raise his Volée against 
the yoke, but his protest was th- 
heard. Now that the people are 
aroused concessions are offered to 
them. But ff these concessions 
were refused by the Terminal As- 
sociation until face to face with a 
municipal bridge, what is there to 
keep the Terminal Association from 
returning to old conditions? This 
movement having been started, it 
should be carried through to its 
consummation. I trust the Munici- 
pal Assembly will pass the ordi- 
nance giving thé people of st. 
the right to vote as to whether 
they want a free bridge or not, and 
there seems to be little doubt that 
the vote in favor of the proposi- 
tion will be overwhelming. With a 
municipal bridge across the river 
the commerce of St. Louis will leap 
forward with giant strides. More 
and more bridges will be added as 
the years go by, and we may look.

CHILD IN FLAMES. 
FLEES IN STREET 


Little Blakeney Adams Dan- 


gerously Burned While 
Playing With Coal Oil, 








HIS SISTER PURSUED HIM 





Turned Into Shoe Shop Where 
Ready Hands Ministered 
to Him, 


Blakeney S. Adams, 13-year-old son 
of Mrs. Suzanne Siayback Adams of 
4960 Fountain avenue, who was danger- 
ously burned while playing with coal 
gil near his home Saturday afternoon, 
will recover, the physicians at the St. 
Louis Children’s Hospital say. 

As was told in late editions of Satur- 
day’s Post-Dispatch, the boy accident- 
ally drenched himself with oil, and 
when his clothing became ignited ran 
nearly two blocks before he found as 
sistance. All the way he was pursued 
by his sister, Dorothy, who had seen 
her brother's plight from an _ upper 
window of the home, and ran after him 


| with a blanket to subdue the flames. 


Before she caught him the boy burst 
into the shoe shop of W. Engel on the 
Suburban tracks near King’s highway. 
Engel and an employe named Meehan, 
assisted by a carpenter named Held, 
wrapped coats around the boy,and then 
cut his clothing from his blistered limbs 
with their shoe knives, 

While they were at work Grant Rich- 
ardson, a newspaper man, who knew 
the boy, arrived. Mr. Richardson car- 
ried him in his arms to his home and 
Dr Nifong rendered temporary aid. It 
was found that Blakeney had been blis- 
tered from his ankle to his hip. The 
burns are deep. After Mrs. Adams, who 
was away from home at the time of 
the accident, had been notified, it was 
decided to take the child to the hos- 
pital. His mother met him there and 
comforted him. 

Miss Suzanne Adams, 
the accident, Said: 

“We do not keep coal oil in the house 
and I do not know how Blakeney se- 
cured it. Looking from an upstairs win- 
dow I saw him swinging a blazing 
bucket around in the grass in the rear 
him to drop it 
and that instant some of the oil in the 
bucket fell on his clothing and he was 
ablaze in a moment.

FORAKER'S. RATE 
BILL CLEARLY BAD 


Members of Interstate Com- 
merce Commission Points 
Out Defects 


By Wire from the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—-Members 
of the Interstate Commerce ‘Commis- 


sion pronounce the Foraker anti-admin- 
earadions rate reguiation bill as abso.u.e- 
iy worthless as remedial legislation. 
They declare its provisions would not 
improve or strengthen existing law or 
give the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioners powers not now possessed. 
Others openly say it is purposely a trick 
bill, deliberately unconstitutional. 

The chief feature of the Foraker bill 
which provides that the Circuit Courts 
shall determine whether a rate is reas- 
onable or not and fix a fate to continue 
effective until after the United States 
Supreme Court has passed upon the 
controverted question, woulé, members 
of the Commission say, promptly be 
pronounced unconstitutional. The Su- 
preme Court, in the maximum rate 
case, held that a court canno fix a 
rate, as that is a legislative not a 
judicial function. It is almost impos- 
sible to believe, members of the comm.s- 
sion say, that this fact was unknown or 
overlooked by those who framed _ the 
Foraker bill. 

The meeting of the senatorial com- 
mittee today was a virtual failure, as 
but five members were present. The 
session was held in order that Senator 
Cullom m ght question Senator Foraker 
regarding his bill, but Mr. Cullom was 
detained at home. by illness. 

“T believe there will be a rate regu- 
lation bill agreed upon and favorably 
reported by the entire committee,” sa d 
Chairman Elkins after the meeting. ‘'I 
do not know when this can be accom- 
plished or what will be the character 











of the bill, but I feel certain that an! 


agreement can be reached.” 

Senator Elkins

LONDON, Nov. 25.—Terrible public 
resentment has been aroused by the 
revelation of the condition of 180 po- 
litical prisoners in the Schmluessel- 
burg fortress, 21 miles east: of St. Pe- 
tersburg, on the River Neva. They 
were So completely broken down by 
Systematic ill treatment that when 
they were at last to be set at liberty 
they were unable to leave the fortress. 
The prisoners were taken to Peter 
Paul Fort in a most pitiable condition. 
All of them were men of the highest 
culture before they were committed to 
the great fortress 15 years ago. To- 
day they are covered with wounds and 
are almost idiots. Many of them have 
lost their sight and the power to 
walk. 

In the prison they had Only five 
minutes a day in which to walk for 
exercise. This was in the courtyard, 
where the prison gallows stood, a 
gruesome reminder to the poor pris- 
oners. They were treated far worse 
than the most desperate criminals.

A telephone message came from 
Harry B. Hawes that he wished to see 
Detective Gordon, It was not said for 
what purpose he wished to see him; and 
I did not ask. I told Chief of Detectives 
Desmond of the request, and I under- 
stood he sent Gordon.”’ 

Chief of .Dectectives Desmond said 
yesterday afternoon that he had sent 
Gordon to Hawes when Faulkner 
came to him, because he supposed it 
was an ordér from Chief of Police 
KieJy, giving htm no discretion. 

When questioned regarding his in- 
terview with Gordon and the latter's 
testimony before the Police Board 
Friday .that he had suffered at the 
hands of Chief Kiely because of 
politics, H. B. Hawes dictated the 
following statement:

But Are Given Sufficient 
Schooling to Aid Patients 
Intelligently, 


The Women’s Training School, 1728 
Locust street, a branch of the Wom- 
en's Christian Association, has added 
a new study to its course, the gradu- 
ates of which it terms “trained at- 
tendants on the sick.” 

The need for such a department was 


found by the Superintendent, Mrs. 
Clara A. Coates, when the school con- 
ducted an employment bureau. Calls 
came continually for an intelligent 
woman who could care for the sick 
whose condition was not such as 
would demand a trained nurse. 

Mrs. Coates had to choose between 
sending them a trained nurse or a 
person ignorant of the care of si¢k. In 
many cases they were unable to pay 
the salary of a trained nurse and the 
sick remained unnursed. 

A department for the training of at- 
tendants on the sick was established 
in New York recently and accom- 
plished so much good that when the 
fall term of the Training School was 
opened Mrs. A. S. Nagel was placed in 
a = a a whose purpose it 
Was to learn the duties of a - 
ant on the sick, 7 

Lessons are given in the big parlor 
of what was once a Locust street 
mansion. The ‘course lasts. three 
months and consists of lectures from 
physicians, class work, practical nurs- 
> Sa lessons in cooking for the 
SicK, 


Are Not Trained Nurses. 


The members of the class were first 

impressed with the fact that they 
were under no condition to consider 
themselves trained nurses, «as. the 
School did not want to interfere with 
the work of the women of that pro- 
fession. They were told that their 
charges the first year must not be 
more than $1 a day with board and 
laundry, 
“a cost of the. tuition was fixed at 
and physicians from different parts of 
the city volunteered to deliver lectures 
on various subjects. Practical work is 
obtained by visiting the sick poor with 
the nurses of the Provident Assucia- 
tion. 

Some of the women who took up the 
work did so in order that they nught 
be better able to care for the members 
of their families in cases of ilinese. 
Women under 20 and over 40 were not 
admitted, except by special permission 
of the committee. 

Tiie pupils who receive diplomas will 
be registered in the sthool registry for 
six months without the payment of a 
tee. 

‘The course of the study includes sick- 
room hygiene, bed-making, baths, exter- 
nal applications, diet, peptonizing milk, 
disinfectants, note writing, reading 
aloud and trunk-packing. 

Some of the physicians who lecture be- 
fore the pupils Pring their patients with 
them when possible. 

In addition to this new course the 
school is interested in the advancem:nt 
(of the pupils who complete its free 
eourse. But ore criticism has coime to 
the management in regard to these 
graduates. They are usually married 
before they are out of school a year, The 
management makes no reply except, 
“Men know good things,’’ and remark 
that if the Training School has made 
one more home possible it has not 
worked in vain. 

Girls over 16 who can present testi- 
niontals of character and who wish to 
prepare thoroughly for housework alc 
admitted to this class, The number 1s 
usually limited to ten, because of the 
house accommodation, and those whose 
applications are entered first recelve tne 
scholarship. 

Their afternoons are given to cook- 

ing and housekeeping lessons. In re- 
turn for their board they take full 
care of the house. Their nousework 
is varied—one week thev have the care 
of the door and the receiving of visit- 
ors, the next they have charge of the 
bedrooms, the next the supervision of 
ithe kitchen. They are permitted to 
|do their own laundry work. 
' One of the graduates of this school 
ireceives $30 a month:salary as house- 
| keeper besides her’board and lodging. 
'Her knowledge is such that she has 
complete charge of the home where 
she lives and buys its necessaries. 














Classes Are Varied. 


This class has one more member 
than usual this year because of the 
needs at Monteagle, Tenn. The 
mountain women need an instructor, 
and as none could be obtained, Mrs. 
Cc. C. Rainwater, president of the 
Training School, volunteered to pro- 
vide a home for the prospective teach- 
er While she studied in the Training 
School.

Larson had a shotegun on his 
shoulder and Capen on his mind, when 
he stopped.the man he saw sauntering 
along the public road. ‘Halt,’ he 
shouted. ‘‘Who are you?”

Where do 
are you going?”’

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Punt Muffed by Substitute Nichols in Last Three Minutes of Play 
Enables Blue to Win Hard-Fought Contest— 
Good Feeling Prevailed. | 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. %.—syY 
her quickness in seiz.ng the lucky . op- 
portunity afforded by a4 muffed punt, 
Yale today won the annual fooudss 
game with Harvard by a score of 6 40 ¥. 
The error, made by Nichols, woo hau 
replaced Foster at left halfback, oc- 
curred near the close of the second 
half, and but for it, as even Yale ad- 
mitted, the contest probably would have 
resulted as did these on the same field 
in 1897 and 1899, in no score for either 
side, Harvard's unexpected ability to 
solve and stop Yale’s attack was the 
feature. Except for one dash of 40 
yards by HRoome in the first half and 
one of 15 yards by Morse in the second 
half, the Yale gains were short and 
‘nearly all were made by plunges irgo 
the line. The Harvard gains also re- 
sulted from mass plays, usually with 
the famous tandem formation, the only 
exception being a dash of 18 yards by 
Quarterback Starr, who, by running the 
whole width of the field, eluded Yale's 
ends for that distance. Throughout

Good Feeling Prevailed. 


One of the most gratifying features 
of the game was the spirit shown by 
both sides toward each other, which 
was emphasized by the stands cheer- 
ing the absent Harvard leader, Capt. 
Hurley, who was not able to play on 
account of an injury which has con- 
fined him in a Boston hospital, and the 
cheers for Yale from the Crimson sup- 
porters. 

A summary of the play shows that 
Yale kicked 10 times for 816 yards, 
rushed 71 times for 196 yards, had 19 
first downs, ran back Harvard tackles 
for 74 yards, and lost 15 yards. on 
three penalties.

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Fortunate indeed were the eleven 
hundred spectators who assembled at 
the Christian Brothers’ College campus 
yesterday afternoon to see the college 
eleven defeat the Alumni team by a 
score of 29 to 0.

Into Court to Settle Custodianship 
of Historic Edifice-—-Miss Driscoll’s 
Emissary Shooed Away by Daugh- 
ters of the Republic‘ When About to 
Change Locks on the Door—Miss 
Dezavala Put Her Own Lock on 
the Alamo and Now Holds the Key 
—Stirring Social Rivalry Over Build- 
ing Dear to the Heart of All Texans. 


NCE more doth war’s alarms 
resound within and about the 
walls of the Alamo, the far- 
famed shrine of Texas liberty 
—the walls within and about 
which Davy Crockett, Col. 
Bowie, Col. Travis and their 
brave companions at arms 

, gave up their lives that Texas might become free 
‘and independent of Mexico and of Dictator Santa 
Apa. No blood has been shed in this present un- 
Sanguinary Battie of the Alamo, but it promises to 
last. much longer than its historical forerunner. 

Tt is a war of women, a fight for fame and favors, 
@ battle for honors socially and historically dis- 
tinctivé. It is a battle for a title and the title is 
“The Queen of the Alamo.” Who shall it be, Miss 
Adina Devavala, president of the Dezavala Chapter 
of the “Daughters of the Republic,” or Miss Clara 
Driscoll,- daughter of a multi-millionaire Texas 
ranchman, social favorite in New York and the wom- 
an who came forward with her private means when 
the Alamo was about to be sacrificed to the uses 
of commercialism and was the final factor in deliver- 
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ing it to the State of Texas? 

Each is handsome, each is popular, ‘each is Texas 
born—and that is first of all these things in the 
eye of,a Texan—each can boast ancestry that lived 
in Texas when the republic was born and the an- 
cestry of both was patriotic to the cause. Each con- 
tributed much to the saving of the Alamo as the 
historical property of the State of Texas. This bat- 
tle, around which hangs such an atmosphere of his- 
torical romance and tragedy, has already found its 
way into the matter-of-fact pages of the court rec- 
ords in Texas. 

It all began when the executive committee of the 
Daughters of the Republic voted that in recognition 
of her personal interest in saving the Alamo for the 
States of Texas, Miss Drisco]]l should be honored by 
appointment as custodian of the building for one 
year. This is no mean honor, for all of the thou- 
sands of visitors who go annually to beautiful San 
Antonio visit, first of all the interesting sights there, 
the one great historical] monument to the bravery 
and patriotism of Texas—the Alamo. As its cus- 


* todian Miss Driscoll would receive many attentions 


and be much honored. 

But Miss Driscoll, away in New York, busied with 
social duties and working hard to bring out a new 
operetta which she has recently written, accepted 
the honor by proxy—or sought to. She is said to 
have designated a young society woman of San An- 
tonio—Miss Florence Eagers—as her personal repre- 
sentative to act as custodian. In the meantime the 
Daughters of the Republic are in possession of the 
Alamo, althoug. . is the property of the State of 
Texas. ; 

Friends of Miss Driscoll attempted to gain pos- 
session of the old building in her behalf, after the 
Executive Committee of the Daughters of the Re- 
public had voted that she be honored as the cus- 


todian, and finding opposition, they sought to avr 
their ends by strategy.

Friends of Miss Driscoll, headed by H. P. Drought, 
a San Antonio business man, seem inclined to give 
Miss Dezavala an: opportunity to follow the case 
through the courts, for they have brought suit in 
behalf of the Daughters of the Republic asking that 
Miss Dezavala be enjoined from further interfering 
with the building or exercising any custody or con- 
trol over it. 

In the meantime the whole State of Texas is 
stirred by the fight. The Daughters of the Republic 
is a statewide organization and chapters throughout 
the conimonwealth are taking sides, some with Miss 
Dezavala and some with Miss Driscoll’s friends. Miss 
Dezavala has been president of the Daughters of the 
Republic since the organization was founded. Its 
mémbérship .is limited to women whose ancestors 
were patriots in the days of the republic and pend ng 
the freedom of Texas from Mexico, and Miss Deza- 
vala is eminently one of these. Desavala Chapter 
of the Daughters of the Republic, at San Antonio, 
is named for her. 

Many years ago Miss Dezavala, as the head of 
Dezavala Chapter of this society of the Lone Star 
State, began a campaign to redeem the Alamo from 
its uses as a stable and hotel. She it was who start- 
ed the work that Miss Driscoll, by grace of her own 
and her father’s millions and her patriotism and en- 
ergy, was able to bring to a final and successful con- 
clusion. Miss Dezavala induced the State of Texas 
to give a,contingent promise that it would appro- 
priate money for the purchase of the Alamo as a 
State Museum if a clear title for it could be secured. 

Now, in Texas land titles are fearful and wonder- 
ful things. Texas has had many governments. She 
has been the property of Mexico, an independent re- 
public and a State within the United States. So 
to get a perfect title is often a work of much labor, 
sometimes an impossibility. Besides, there were 
people interested in the Alamo property who thought 
that, inasmuch as the State was to foot the bills, 
they might just as well have all their interest was 
worth. And these interests, viewed wholly from a 
business and not from a patriotic standpoint, were 
actually quite valuable.

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A far-seeing hotel keeper recognized the value of 
the historic old building and sought to gain pos- 
session of it that he might erect his hotel around it 
and thus reap the reward that would come from 
tourists and visitors.

So Miss Dezavala and her 
society found that they would be compelled to in- 
vest a large amount of money in the building before 
the title required by the State could be obtained. 
True, the State promised to refund the money to 
them when they could give a good title to the build- 
ing and turn it over to the State in one transfer, 
and the Daughters of the Republic were willing to 
comply wth the demand. But they could not. They 
had not the money. 

Nevertheless they aroused the people of the State 
to an appreciation of their object and to some en- 
thusiasm over it. They succeeded in transforming 
the building into a clean, respectable place, where it 
had previously been used as a stable, and, in short, 
they laid the foundation for the success that fol- 
lowed when Miss Driscoll took hold of the cam- 
paign. Miss Driscoll is the daughter of one.of the 
richest ranchmen of the Southwest. She is talented, 
having been educated in a private schoo] in New 
York and in a French convent, and altogether is, 
possibly, the best known young woman in Texas. 

Just at the time that it seemed the Alamo move- 
ment was doomed to failure for want of funds Miss 
Driscol] stepped forward and volunteered to buy the 
Alamo, help lobby the bill through the Legislature 
and deed the property to the State when the time 
came. So the last Legislature of Texas was bright- 
ened by the presence of Miss Driscoll, the petted 
favorite of social circles in the Southwest as well 

as in New York, together with a number of the 
leading women of the Daughters of the Republic, 
The bili 
passed the Legislature and the property was to be 
deeded to the State not later than Sept. 1, 1905. 

Miss Driscoll bought al] the rights claimed in the 
building and grounds from a great number of per- 
sons. The cost to her had been in excess of the 


amount appropriated by the State for for the purchase. 





But on Sept. 1 the Clerk of Bexar County, the 
county in which San Antonio and the Alamo are 
situated, received for filing a large bundle of deeds 
to the preperty, conveying the title to Miss Clara 
Driscoll and from her to the State of Texas. The 
State paid #75,0L0 to Miss Driscoll. It was shown by 
the deeds she filed that the property had cost her 
directly $78,000, and her friends say that she spent 
thousands of dollars incidentally above the actual 
price of the property. It followed that Miss Driscoll 
was very popular. : 
She was feted and made much of in all quarters 
of the United States because of her rescue of the 
old Alamo, but in no b piace was teats’ of her 
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patriotism so great as in the Lone Star State— 


which knew best ot what cost the first battle of tha = * 
Alamo. had been won. She quite eclipsed Miss Qeza- 
vala and the other members of the Daughter# of tue 
Republic and in her sudden rise their lo g efforts 
seemed almost forgotten.

tion during the past 10 years. ‘Wages have increased 

and in some cases nearly doubled, hours are shorter, 

accommodations and facilities are better. In only a 

few cases are wages as ‘small as they were 10 years 

ago, but in those instances, investigation shows, 

hours are better and conditions more favorab'e in 
various ways than they were in 1895. 

These things are realized throughout the city in 
a general way, but it is not until one gets into the 
actual facts and figures of the situation that he 
appreciates. how great the change has been—how 
much the man who works for'his daily bread really 
has to be thankful for. 

Prices of groceries, meats and supplies have gone 
up greatly since Thanksgiving Day, 1895, but, ac- 
cording to a report compiled by the State of Missouri 
for 1905, there is no such percentage of increase in 
the: cost of living as investigation shows there has 
been in the pay of the wage earner. There has also 
been an increase in the rent that must be paid, but 
on the other hand thousands of wage earners, profit- 
ing by their better pay, have bought their own hc mes 
and the shadow of the rent bill falls across their 
anonthhy way no more. 

Better clothing is being worn now by the St. Louis 
wage earner than ever before in his history, his 
table is set with better food and there is more of it; 
he reads more books and subscribes for more news- 
papers than he ever did in his life, and his chi'dren 
are putting in more days at school as a result of the 
father’s ability to buy clothes and shoes and books. 
At. the theaters and places of amusement the box 
office men tell you, with a satisfied smile, that more 
money is coming into their coffers than ever befcre— 


and that the increase comes from the men and wom- 


en who work for their daily bread and have money 
enough to buy a little spice after the breed bill is 
paid. 

On the streets the wives and daughters of working- 
men are not disting-tished their wealthier 
sisters because of a distinctively poorer quality of 
dress or style of make, but on the contrary visitors 
from other cities and countries invariably remark at 
the prosperous appearance of the St. Loris women 
who work downtown and the wives and daughters 
of workingmen who are seen in the shops.

But 
where there has not been a single decrease in wages 
below what was paid 10 years ago, there aave Ween 
a few instances where the necessities of .ife have de- 
creased, 

An explanation of increased rents is found im the 
World’s Fair. Rents were advanced sicadily during 
the approach and progréss of the Fair and they have 
not yet dropped back to the level that was normal 
before the rise bégan. But they are dropping, und 
in a number_of instances in St. Louis landiords have 
voluntarily reduced the rent of their tenants. Work- 
ingmen contend theit bettered condition 1s cue iarge- 
ly to organization and centralization of «union 
bodies. Ta:y po'nt out that the greatest increase to 
any body of wo kers has come after that body has 
affiliated with al.ied trades and plaved itsclt in a 
position to demanc better pay. 

St. Louis has been more fortunate in “he wage 
question than «tier sections of the cortry, tahirg 
the report of Labor Commissioner Carroll D. Wright 
as a basis. There has been a greater increase of 
pay of men and better hours have been obteined 
here than in the average of the entire country. With 
the shortening of hours opportunity has been given 
for more men to be employed by St. Louis eoncerns, 
and men make more money now than they did in 
1895 by reason of extra pay for extra hours. 

An instance of this is shown with newspaper™ 
printers. While the weekly wage scale is $23.25 for 
linotype men, there are many weeks when good men 
make as much as $40. With the teamsters a similar 
improved condition exists in that they do not have 
to work on Sunday unless they are paid extra wages,

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Remarkable Lawsuit to Determine if Members 
‘of a Southern Family Have Negro Blood i 
Their Veins—One Progenitor Fought Under 
Washington—Others in Confederate Ranks— 


IVE HUNDRED respectable and 
respected persons—men, wom- 
en and children—await with 
the deepest anxiety the decis- 
ion of a North Carolina Judge 
as te whether @ certain man 
who came to this country long 
before the Revolution was 

bla¢k or white. For on this decision hangs their rep- 
utation, their very existence. They are all de- 
scended from him and have a)ways been. classed as 


whites, but a feud with a neighbor caused the lat- 


tér to call them black. An incipient romance has 
been nipped by the allegations, a beautiful young gir! 
having lost her fiance owing to the statement that 
she had negro blood in her veins. 

Only those who have lived in the South can appre- 


ciate the terrible import of this stigma upon their. 


color. Should the decision of the court be that their 
vemote ancestor was black, death would be a kinder 
It matters not that the blood of this forbear 
aas been filtered through five or six generations, nor 
that the blood of the present descendants cannot be 
more than one-thirty-second black, for the slight- 
est taint of negro blood is sufficient in North Caro- 
lina to bar a man from the society of white folks 
and to compel him and family to seek that of blacks 


“exclusively. To people who have always considered 


themselves white, who have married with whites and 
regarded blacks as an inferior race, such a fate 
would be a tragedy. 

And thet is why all the Gillilands and Grahams, 
4ll who have married Gillilands and Grahams and 
who are descended from Gillilands or Grahams for 
six generations are banded together to seek a judi- 
cia] determination of their color. 

The suit is brought by Robert Gilliland, a farmer 
of Avery's Creek, Buncombe County, N. C., as 
“next friend” for hiv six daughters, to compe] the 
Board of Education to admit his daughters as pupils 
in the white schools of Avery's Creek District, and 
alleges that the local School Committee refused te 
allow his children to attend the schoo! this year, 
and that the County Board of Education supported 
this refusal, wrongly, because the school is not over. 


crowded, and the State Constitution guarantees them 


the right to attend school. The answer of the School 
Board admits the facts as alleged, but in one sen- 
tence gives the suit an importance which is felt all 
over the State. The board says: 


“This board is informed and believes that the said 
children are not children of the white race, but have 
in their veins some trace of colored blood.” 

It is this one phrase that has stirred Buncombe 
and the adjoining counties, for if the Gilliland chil- 
dren be of negro race there are many other families 
ih the same position. If the contention’ of the 
Schoo] Board be sustained none of these children 
ean attend the white school, for the State Constj- 
tution expressly forbids any one having a trace of 
nezv'o blood from entering any but the negro schools. 

These Gilliland girls are as fair ag any girls of 
Anglo-Saxon race and all their cousins of every 
degree are fair-haired and white skinned. So the 
Jillilands and the Grahams and all their clans have 
gathered together to defend their fair name. They 
are scattered over Buncombe, Swain, Madison and 
Jackson counties; they are related to half the white 
population; many of them are leaders in their com- 
munities, 

‘To get at the beginning of this contention it is 
necessary to go back to the days before the Revo- 
tution when people were coming from Europe to set- 
tle in the wilderness of the Carolinas. Among these 
early immigrants were John Graham and his wife, 
of whem tradition says that they came from Portu- 
jal. They settled in the eastern part of Carolina, 
tar from any other people, cleared ¢heir Jand and 
made it Inte « farm.

I remember my grand- 
father telling me about him and saying his father 
had told him this ancestor was brightly colored, like 
a Spaniard, and we al] took a sort of pride in this 
forbear. There was never a suggestion that we were 
anything but white people until about thirty years 
ago, when a neighbor with whom our family had 
had a dispute over a fenee got mad and said he be- 
lieved we were negroes. Nobody paid any attention 
to this remark then, as everybody knew what we 
were,

trifle, A certain neighbor of ours has a son on 
whom he dotes, but of wLom no one else thinks 
much; this son wooed a pretty school teacher, but 
his father opposed the match, thinking the girl’s 
family not good enough for his son.

belt it is. Tt is a hoop thrown over the down- 
town business section, and on the rim of this hoop 
occur two-thirds of the arrests made by the metro- 
politan poliee, A city crime belt mey assume 4!- 
most any shape. Oftentimes they are leng and nar- 
row, or they may be square; in many cities they are 
net connected areas at all, but are comprised bs 
isolated sections remote from ¢ach other. 

During the World’s Feir vear the total number of 
arrests in St. Louis was 30,560. Of this number 
there were made in the Central Distriet, bounded by 
Washington, Jefferson and Chouteau avenues and the 
river, 14,704, or almost half the whole number. In the 
Fourth District, immediately north of the Central, 
there were 4800 arrests, or almost one-sixth of the 
whole number. They totaled together 19,504 ar- 
rests, or almost two-thirds of the whole number of 
30,560. Yet the area of that part of the city cov- 
ered by these two districts is not more than one- 
seventh of the area of the whole city; and the area 
of the crime belt is even less than that of these dis- 
tricts, for it is a fact well known to’ the Poliee De- 
partment that in the business heart of the city, 
embracing the great wholesale and retej) districts, 
comparatively few arrests are made, the district 
bounded by Washington avenue and Clark avenue, 
and Second and Twelfth streets being almost as free 
from the neressity of arrest as area outlying resi- 
denee districts like Cabanne. 


The crime belt of St. Louis {4 easier traced today 
than it was a few This is because the 
city has larger foreign quarters than it formerly 
had. The Russian and Polish quarter, in the heart 
of which is the Fourth District Police Station at 
Seventh and Carr streets, is a larger quarter by 
50 per cent then it was six years ago, and the 
Greek quarter, between Chouteau and Clark ave- 
nues and the river and Broadway, has almost en- 
tirely sprung up within the last six years. The 
negro quarter, too, has inereased perhaps 25 per 
cent. It is divided, the major portion of it tying 
between Washington and Franklin avenues and Jef- 
ferson avenue ang Ninth street, and the lesser por- 
tion immediately west of the Union Station. These 
are not criminal classes, but they are the classes 
which require the most policing and in which people 
resort quickest to the primal scheme of settling dis-

Dangerous criminals chiefly come from two north 
and south belts east and west of Fighteenth street, 
both districts included in the west rim of the big 
crime belt. This must not be taken to mean that 
criminal classes infest any of these sections, for the 
police do not tolerate the presence in the city of 
known criminals; but it does mean that criminals 
in hiding and people of criminal tendencies are more 
numerous in that district near the Union Station, 
and more particularly, north, northeast and north. 
west of it, where there are ‘a great many houses 
which are neither residences nor boarding houses of 
the better class. It was in this district that the 
Death Valley murders of a few years ago occurred, 
and that the battle between §t. Louis detectives and 
the Illinois Central train robbers was fought: 

Of course, there are everywhere in all this belt 
people upon whom the locatien of the crime belt is 
no reflection—-manufactories, business houses, resi- 
dences, ete.

hints on caring for the home invalid which will be of 
infinite use in rendering home nursing easier both 
for the patient and the nurse. 

The most desirable room for the patient is on« 
with southern exposure and as far away from nOise 
as possible.

Over this is laid the sheet proper, called 
sheet, which is tucked in, turned down and pinned 
down securely to the under side of the mattress with 
large safety pins. The draw sheet must not have a 
wrinkle. The changing of this draw sheet is quite 
a task for the amateur nurse, as it must be done 
daily, for it is important to keep a dry, smooth sur- 
face underneath the patient.

Pillow cases should be changed every day if 
possible and pillows turned as often as they get 
warm and uncomfortable., To do this, one arm is 
slipped underneath the patient's Head and neck— 
the nurse leans forward and with the right hand 
quickly shakes and turns the pillow. (See illus-

The room must be warm and free from 
drafts, and everything that is necessary, hot water, 
sponge cloth and towels must be ready at hand, 
so that no delay will be experienced by the patient. 
Use a soft flannel washcloth, .bathing part of the 
body at a time, while the other is wrapped up warm- 
ly in the blankets. 


The pauent’s teeth and mouth should be washed 
often and rinsed with some good antiseptic. 

At the beginning of the illness the patient’s hair 
should be parted and braided in two braids. It 
should be combed daily, the nurse holding the hair 
firmly and combing gently, so as to avoid all pulling 
of the locks. Both the patient and the nurse should 
be careful nct to neg'ect their nails, the nurse in

particular requires to have them trimmed short. 
She should be equally careful about her personal 
cleanliness and about the feeling of her hands, as 
they should be neither cold, clammy nor moist, and 
should cultivate, if possible, a quiet touch. 

The amateur nurse will very frequently be called 
upon to apply a poultice. These are commonly 
employed to relieve congestion by heat; to soften 
the superficial tissues and aid the blood to flow 
more freely. When a poultice is applied in a bung- 
ling manner it causes more inconvenience to the 
patient than it can do good. ‘The ordinary linseed

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An Invalid’s Drink. 
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PPLE water is a refreshing drink for an in- 
valid. It can be made with either baked or 
d raw apples, the former to be preferred when 
time is short, especially if the apples are baked and 
in readiness. They should be sour, and when cold 
should be immersed in boiling water to cover them. 
Let them stand until cool, then strain and sweeten 
to taste. For the liquor made from raw apples, three 
or four juicy sour apples of fine flavor should be 
pared and sliced. Pour over them two cupfuls of 
boiling water and let them stand three hours. Strain, 
sweeten and add a small piece of ice. A pleasant 
flavor is added if the rind of a lemon is mixed with 
the slices of apple. 


How to Preserve a Bouquet : 


FLORIST of many years’ experience gived the 

following recipe for bouquets: 

“When you receive a bouquet, 
lightly with fresh water; then put it into a vessel 
containing some soapsuds, which nourish the roots 
and keep the flowers as bright as new. Take the bou- 
quet out of the suds every morning and lay it side- 
ways in fresh water, the stock entering first into the 
water; kcep it there a minute or two, then take it 
out and sprinkle the flowers lightly with pure water 
Replace the bouquet in the soapsuds and the flowers 
will bloom as fresh as when first gathered. The soap- 
suds need to be changed every third day. By obeerv- 
ing these rules a bouquet can be kept bright and 
beautiful for at least a month, and will last stil) 
longer in a very passable state.”
